Confederate army upi*eared to h e badly 
lemoralized, and deserters, wh o arrived 
constantly in large numbers, reported 
th at men from Alabama, Georgia, Flor­ 
ida and th e Carolinas could not l>e ex­ 
po-fed to h ave any h eart in a figh t 
wh ich th en seemed only for th e defense 
of Virginia, wh ile th eir own states were 
overrun by th e armies of th e Union. 
During th e month of March more th an 
3,000 deserters were received at Wash ­ 
ington. and great numbers were quar 
tered at Fort Monroe, Annapolis and 
oth er points nearer th e lines, wh ere th ey 
were put to work in th e quartermaster’s 
department or in th e naval service. 
One curiosity of th e times was a Con­ 
federate regimental h and wh ich h ad de­ 
serted in a body with its instruments 
and was allowed to march th rough th e 
streets of th e national capital playing 
Union airs. 
Th is was one of th e oddest 
signs of th e final break up. 
People

called a story, told by Hooker, th at 
wh en th <i Union army scaled and oocu 
pied Lookout Mountain a rebel sentry 
on duty on th e crest of one of th e most 
difficult precipices saw our men pile up 
in solid masses over steeps wh ich h ad 
been th ough t inaccessible and was so 
surprised th at lie forgot to run, but 
stood with feet rooted to th e spot, 
watch ing th e Union force climbing up.

Luke 18: 1, and the p recep t of Paul, 
which many consider so hard. 
Com­ 
p are v.*2 with I Thess 5: IT. 
V. 31. 
All genuine p ray er is heard 
and answered: not alw ay s in the man­ 
ner or expected, b ut in the h o t way . 
God honors our faith, even when we 
through ignorance pray for things tha t 
are not b est—see Rom. 8: 26. 
Paul 
pray ed thrice earnestly and in faith 
that the trial he called “ the thorn in 
the flesh,” m ight b e removed, and his 
p ray er was heard and graciously ans­ 
wered, though his specific req uest was 
not granted. 
From verse 6 we may 
guess what Cornelius p ray ed for—the 
angel and his message were the ans­ 
wer. 
Again, we see tha t God's plan is 
that men shall b e saved through the 
instrumentality of men—not of angels.

hewer of ston e an d carrier of m ortar was

It rem ain ed for a lai *r gen iu s to r e ­ 
m ark : “ irrigation is n ot a su bstitu te for 
rain . Rain is a su bstitu te for irrigation , 
an d a m ighty poor o n e .”

M orm on lead er d id n ot say so he evi- 
«1 <* 111 1 y f« *lt it. 
He perceived , fu rth e r­ 
more, that irrigation was mu ch m ore 
than an in su ran ce policy upon the crops. 
It brou ght ¡ill the proc<*ss« *s of a g ricu l­ 
tu re w ith in the realm of kn own facts, 
an d th a t is scien ce. 
It even ren d ered possible the con trol 
of the siz« « of vegetables, an d this 1«* 
cam e im portan t m an y years afterw ard , 
when the Moriuou people « aid ed a gr« *ut 
su gar factory to their in d u strial system, 
for it is im portan t to grow su gar beets 
of abou t a stan d ard size to get the best 
resu lts. M oistu re is requ ired to give tin * 
beet a vigorou s grow th a t the begin n in g, 
but w hen it is w« *ll started weeks of u n ­ 
in terru pted su n shin e are d esirable in 
ord er to d evelop tin * saccharin e qu alities. 
M u ch su n shin e at tho w ron g tim e d ries 
u p the crop, w hile m u ch m oistu re at the 
w ron g tim e prod uces a b«***t pleasin g to 
look u pon , bu t u n profitable at the fac 
tory. 
B righ am You n g also realised , almost 
at the first, that the n ecessity of carefu l 
irrigation largely in creased the laln ir 
upon un acre of lan d , b u t lie fou n d th a t 
this lal>or was gen erou sly rew ard ed by 
the in creased yield both in qu an tity an d 
« juulity. 
An d from this fact In* d rew 
the m ost in qx irtau t prin ciple of

Iroquois joined K ing G eorge’s forces 
against W ashington, a tract of the choic­ 
est land in C anada w as granted to them . 
Then she w ill explain how, four 
g e n e r­ 
ations ago, her ancestors w ere converted 
to C hristianity, and the boy baby of the 
fam ily 
w as given 
the un-Indiaiilike 
nam e Jacob Johnson; how usage legal 
ized that nam e and enabled the pa rtic u­ 
lar fam ily to claim it in addition to 
their In d ian patronym ic. 
Miss Johnson w ears F ren chy looking 
gow ns and 
neatly fitting 
shoes and 
gloves. She doesn’t pow der her face nor 
rouge her lips, but she curls her front 
ha ir and m anicures her nails. 
In fact, 
she does pretty m uch every thing tha t a 
real In d ian w ould not be expected to do m ents, ,lor tha t the position of 


firl, to w hom she pays | 
3 .50 a week, 
and whose board and w aste am ount to 
a-» m uch more, cares for the household, 
seeding out the w ashin g and m ining. 
Suppose the daughter should give up 
her p« >*ition in the 'to re in order to help 
at home, having persuaded her m other 
to dism iss the m aid of 
a l l work and to 
pay her w hat w ould thus t>e saved— 
nam ely, $7 a week 
H er duties in this capacity, shared by 
her mother, as m the past— for it. a 
fam ily of seven one pair of hand'« cannot 
w ell do every thing — would leave her 
free for at least three hours ev. ry a fte r­ 
noon.

Mrs. Ricker was born at D urham in 
1840. She was m arried 111 1803 and has 
been a w idow for 21 years. She studied ! 
law in the offices of A lbert (4 Riddle ! 
and A rthur B W illiams. In 1*9 0, after I 
a hard tight, she won adm ission to the I 
New H am pshire bar. 
Mrs. Ricker ha* 
long been prom inently identified w ith 
the w om an 
suffrage 
m ovement, and 
sine<> 1870 has often taken the stum p for 
the candidates of the R epublican party, 
in w hich she is a fervent believer.
